To the Honorahle General Assemhly: 

The Forth-Sixth Annual Iteport upon the Registration of Births, Mar- 
riages, and Deaths in Rhode Island, and including judicial procedures in 
relation to divorce, during the year 1899, with compendiary Tables of the 
results of registration in the previous years, is herewith respectfully sub- 
mitted. 

The plan of preceding years, in regard to the general arrangement of the 
Tables, summaries, and comments, lias been followed in this report, with 
some additional Tables, and a few special changes made to meet certain 
requirements. 

In the special Tables the object has been to present the important facts 
of many years of registration, as well as of single years, in such manner as 
to make them readily apparent and relieve the reader of the statistics of 
much of the labor of personal examination of each of the general Tables 
of the preceding reports for the purpose of ascertaining the ivlation the 
various facts bear to each other. 

In previous reports the proportion of births, marriages, and deatlis to 
tlie population lias been estimated in various ways. For a few years the 
estimation was made upon the figures derived from tlie census taken in a 
given year, and the same number of ixjpulation used each year until 
the next census was available. In other periods an estimate was made 
upon an arithmetical increase. The present issue, however, gives all esti- 
mates in proportion to population by geometrical ratio, and which gives a 
more rational uniform increase than has been previously observed. This 
is seen in Table XVI. 

The same fOrm of nomenclature and classitication that was introduced 
into the previous issue has been retained, shice it is believed that it con- 
forms more correctly to the present understood Ji^tiology of disease. 

Changes have therefore been made which may seem arbitrary, but are 
surely more satisfactory as a classification than that previously used. 
Owing to the unsettled state of the Hertillon classilication at tlie time of 
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cttmpWiiiUm, tltat KyHU'rn is not iised, but will tie the classification nsed in 
i\u' Htu'vviuWuff rejKirt of IWjii. 

f 'tirler tlie (rIaHH of Zymotic Diseases we have preyiously had Miasmatic 
Ilim^am^H as Onler, or (iroiip. One; and Enthetic Diseases as Order, or 
<<rotip, Two, Ah the word Miasmatic is inappropriate at the present day 
U) mwh diHeaseH as diphtheria, measles, and scarlet fever, and as these 
are, with many other, deiiendent upon the introduction into the system of 
a morbific material, they are, therefore, contagious or infectious. As 
Kom« coiitroversey is liable to arise as to the preference in use of either of 
tliHHe ti*.nnH, it lias Ixien thought desirable to use the word Communicable, 
which will include both. In this group have been gathered all diseases 
acknowledged to \m dependent upon the presence of some morbid entity 
which in nonui instances has been demonstrated to be due to a micro- 
organlHUi, whih^ with others it is assumed by analogy to these conditions 
that they may Im^ due to the same cause. 

A more e.xt<4ided explanation of the reclassification of these diseases 
will be found under Names of Causes of Death, in Appendix A, page 283 
of this rt^port.

The varying numbers of the events of births, marriages, and 
deaths occurring in the different towns during each of the six 
years ending December 31, 1899, are very concisely presented in 
Table XIV, and a ready means is thereby afforded of comparing 
and studying the changes in the vital movements of the people in 
the different precincts during those years. 

The actual increase of population in the State, for the ten years 
1885 to 1895, was 80,474, or 26.45 per cent., or an annual average 
of two and six-tenths per cent. The increase by immigration must 
have been nearly twice as large as the natural increase.

In regard to births, the extreme range of proportion to popu- 
lation was from 10.6 in every 1,000, in Exeter, to 33.3, in Johnston. 
Following Johnston, in the line of largest proportion, are Central 
Falls, with 31.1, and Warwick and Woonsocket, with 29.5 each. 
Following Exeter, in the line of the smallest proportion of births 
to population, are North Kingstown, with 10.8 in every 1,000, 
West Greenwich, with 12.1, and Richmond, with 12.4.

Deaths. 
Proportion to Popxdation. 

The number of deaths, in proportion to the living population, 
varies considerably from year to year in the different towns. The 
smaller the towns the greater generally is the annual variation. 

The highest rate occurred in Foster, that is, 28.9 in every 1,000 
of the population ; followed by Glocester, 23.7, and Portsmouth, 
21.7. 

The lowest death rate was in Charlestown, that is, 10.5 in every 
1,000 of the population ; followed by Westerly, with 11.3, and Bar- 
rington, North Smithfield, and North Kingstown, with 11.8 each.

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DuriD^ the ten years 1871-1880, the average annual birth rate 
was one birth to every 39.7 of the population, or 25.2 births in 
eveiy 1,000; during the ten years 1881-1890, the average birth 
rate was one birth in every 41.0 of the population, or 24.3 in every 
1,000, a falling off of a proportion of nearly one birth in every 
1,000 of the population. 

From 1891 to 1899 the average annual birth rate was one birth 
in every 37.8 of the population, or 26.2 in every 1,000. 

During the period of ten years 1871-1880, the average annual 
death rate was one in every 58.4 of the population, or 17.2 in every 
1,000, according to the returns. During the ten years 1881-1890, 
the average annual death rate was one in every 53.4 of the popu- 
lation, or 18.8 in every 1,000 of the living. From 1891 to 1899 the 
average annual death rate was one in every 53.6 of the population, 
or 18.8 in every 1,000 of the living. 

It must be remembered, however, that the returns during the 
last ten years have been more complete than in ptevious years.

The percentage of the children born of foreign fathers and of 
foreign mothers, during 1899, was greater than in 1898. 

The number of native fathers of children born, in 1899, was 
2,189 less than the number of foreign fathers, and the number 
of native mothers was 2,221 less than of foreign. 



Births of Colored Children. 



The number of births of children of colored parentage reported 
for the year 1899 is 201. This number is 15 less than in 1898, 
and also 5 less than in 1897. 

In regard to sex, the numbers and proportions were as fol- 
lows, viz. : males, 105 ; females, 96 ; or 109.4 males to each 100 
females. 

As the number of colored persons in the State was, according 
to the census of 1895, 7,928, the ratio of births in this class would 
be 25.4 per thousand, or 1 to each 39.4 colored inhabitants.

There were returns, during 1899, of 152 children of illegitimate 
parentage. The number is 41 more than that of the previous year. 

Sex, — Of the 152, there were 80 males and 72 females. 

Color,— 01 the 152 illegitimates born during 1899, 123, or 80.9 
per cent., were white ; and 29, or 19.1 per cent., were colored. 

Parentage, — Of the 152, 105, or 69.1 per cent, of all, were born 
of native mothers; and 47, or 30.9 per cent., of foreign born 
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mothers. The colored illegitimafces were all of native parentage. 
There were of the 123 white illegitimates, 76 born of native moth- 
ers, and 47 of foreign mothers.

Fifty -three of the illegitimates were born of indigent, pauper, 
or criminal mothers, in public, charitable, or penal institutions. 

Forty-five of these fifty-three births occurred at the Lying-in- 
Hospital, in the city of Providence. 

The proportion of illegitimates to the whole number of births 
was about one in every 88 cases, or about 11 in every 1,000. 



MARRIxiGES, 1899. 



The number of marriages registered in Rhode Island, during 
the year 1899, was 3,433. This number is 296 more than in 1897, 
and 165 more than in 1898.

The largest number of luarriages iu any one month, during 1899, 
occurred in tbe month of November. For thirty-eight years pre- 
vious to 1892 the prreatest number ot marriages was in the month 
of November. Siuce then, with the exception ot in 1S95 and 1899, 
the greatest number of marriages has been in the month of June. 
The rule has been as follows : the largest proportion in the last 
quarter ; the next largest in the second quarter ; followed by the 
third quarter ; and, finally, the first quarter having the smallest 
proportion of any. In 1893, 1894, and 1896, the largest propor- 
tion was in the second quarter. 

During 1899 the proportions in the different quarters, from the 
largest to the smallest, were as follows : fourth quarter, 30.53 per 
cent.; second quarter, 28.22 per cent.; third quarter, 23.36 per 
cent.; first quarter, 17.89 per cent.

It will be of some interest to notice that by the exhibit of the 
two preceding Tables it is shown that, although the marriages of

It will be noticed in the preceding tables that the proportions 
of pei^ons married of both sexes, under 20 years of age, largely 
decreased during the last decade. 

Of grooms, the proportion, compared with the first decade, has 
decreased nearly 40 per cent., and of females about 37 per cent. 

The proportion of males married, between the ages of twenty 
and twenty -five, has decreased over 6 per cent., and has corre- 
spondingly increased in the more advanced age periods. 

The proportion of females married, between twenty and twenty - 
five years of age, has not varied* much, while of those between 
twenty-five and forty there has been an increase of proportion 
similar to that of males.

It will be seen, by Table XLII, that 184 bachelors married 
widows, 2 of whom married brides that had been twice and 1 that 
had been three times widowed. Of the 392 widowers who mar- 
ried in 1899, 218 married spinsters, and 174 married widows.

Marriages of Persons of Color.

DIVORCES, 1899. 



According to the returns made to the Secretary of the State 
Board of Health (State Registrar) by the clerks of the Supreme 
Courts of the different counties of Ehode Island, the number of 
applications for divorce, during 1899, was six hundred and forty- 
eight (648). 

The number of divorces granted, during 1899, was four hundred 
and twelve (412). 

There were 33 more applications, during 1899, than during the 
preceding year, and the number of divorces granted was 12 more. 

Divorces are decreed for the following seven statute causes, viz.: 

1. Adultery. 

2. Extreme cruelty. 

3. Willful desertion for five years of either of the parties, or 
for a shorter period, in the discretion of the court. 

4. Continued drunkenness.

The greatest mortality for any 
one season of any year is usually found intho third quarter ; but 
in 1890, owing in large measure to the epidemic of influenza, the 
first quarter had the largest mortality.

NATrVTTY OF DECEDENTS. 

There may be found in Table I, on pages 2-5, the number of 
decedents in 1899, by division of the two classes of native and 
foreign born. 

Of the whole number of decedents, 7,458, 5,247 were native born, 
that is, were born in the United States, and 2,211 were born out- 
side of the United States. 

Parentage of Decedents. 

Of the whole number of decedents, 7,458, reported in 1899, 3,097 
were of native, and 4,361 were of foreign and unknown parentage. 

By the term ^^ ioreign parentage'^ is meant the decedents whose 
fathers were born in some other country and not in the United 
States. The grandchildren of the foreign born are reckoned as of 
native parentage, if their fathers were born in the United States. 

The following eleven towns reported a larger number of dece- 
dents of foreign parentage than of native, namely : Warren, War- 
wick, Burrillville, Central Falls, Cumberland, Johnston, Lincoln, 
North Providence, Pawtucket, Providence, and Woonsocket ; also 
the State Institutions at Cranston. 

These numbers varied from a moderate excess to three or four 
times as many of foreign ^s of VLB.ii\Q pareiitage. 

The following Table gives the number and proportion in every 
one thousand deaths of decedents of native and of ioreign parent- 
age, in each of the last five years ; and in the aggregate for forty 
years, or from 1858 to 1897, inclusive :

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Age of Decedents. 

In Table I, on pages 2-6, may be found the aggregate and aver- 
age age of all the decedents whose deaths occurred in 1899, and 
withjjthe age of each sex, in each town and county in the State. 

By that Table it will be seen that the average age of all the 
male decedents in the State, in 1899, was 34.04 years, and that the 
average age of all the female decedents, in the same year, was 37.30 
years ; the average age of all decedents, of both sexes, was 35.67 
years. 

The average age of the total decedents in the State, in 1899, was 
thirty-six one-hundredths of a year greater than the average for 
1898. 

The average age of the male decedents, in 1899, was thirty one- 
hundredths of a year less, and the average age of the female dece- 
dents was ninety-six one-hundredths of a year greater, than in the 
previous year.

Compared with the average of thirty years, ending with 1882, 
the average proportion of the mortality of children under one 
year of age, during the last six years, was 4.5 per cent., or about 
45 in every one thousand deaths more than the average in the 
longer period.

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The number of deaths from consumption, in 1899, was 86 more 
than in 1898, an increase of nearly 10 per cent. 

From pneumonia there was an increase of 144 deaths from that 
of the previous year, or over 26^ per cent. The fatality from pneu- 
monia has been slowly increasing, in proportion to whole number 
of deaths, for the last twenty years. 

From diseases of the heart there was an increase of 99 deaths 
from 1898. Diseases of the heart have been steadily increasing* 
as causes of death, the mortality in 1899 being the largest ever 
recorded in this State. 

There were 86 deaths from diphtheria, in 1899, a decrease of 7 
from the number in 1898. 

From kidney diseases there was an increase of 7, or more than 
1 per cent, over the number in 1898.

There have been presented in the preceding pages, numerically 
and in tabular form, the diiferent causes of death in Rhode Island, 
in 1899, with various summaries and illustrations. In Tables VII 
and VIII they were presented at considerable length, in various 
sj^ecitic terms ; in Table IX more or less grouped in a general 
nosological arrangement ; and in Table X the same for a period 
of forty-six yewrs. 

In Table VII the number of deaths from each caam and of each 
sex is shown, for each immth in the year, and the natimty and j)ur- 
entage of the decedents from each cause during the year. 

In Table VIII the number of decedents of eac/t sex, from each 
cause, in the different perioth of life, is given. 

In Table IX, with the classification and percentage of causes of 
death, the number of each general cause, in each division of larger 
population, is given. 

In Table X a nosological summary of c^iuses of death for the 
whole State, in each of forty-seven years, is ^iven. 

Table LX is a compend, in part, of Tables VII, VIII, and IX, 
previously alluded to, and contains the particulars of the most 
important causes of death in 1899, and comprises the principal 
causes which will be commented upon in the following pages :

1 by boiler explosion ; 28 from burns and scalds ; 45 from drown- 
in<2: ; 5 by electric car (3 struck by car while walking on or cross- 
ing track, 1 by falling backwards from running-board of car, and 
1, a motorman, cnislied and instantly killed in a " head-on" colli- 
sion) ; 2 by elevator ; 3 by exposure to cold and storm (in 2 cases 
alcoholism was the primary cause) ; 61 from falls ; 3 from fire- 
arms ; 2 from insolation ; 4 from machinery ; 7 from poison ; 38 
by railroad, and 45 by various other accidents. 

Asphyxia. — By bed clothing or overlaying, 9 (infants) ; by illu- 
minating gas, 10 (adults), in 7 of these cases the result of igno-

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As a result of inattention on the part of those having the care 
of children, 4 fell into hot water while the attention of the mother 
was engaged elsewhere, the receptacles containing the hot water 
being left sufficiently convenient for the children to climb or fall 
into them ; 4 others pulled kitchen utensils which contained heated 
fluids towards them, upsetting the contents upon them ; 3 children 
were poisoned by being allowed access to poisonous substances ; 
7 children received burns which caused death, as the result of play- 
ing with bonfires or matches. 

Three persons received the impetus which caused their deaths, 
in attempting to escape arrest from the police — 1 fell into water, 
1 received blow on head from officer, and 1 jumped from window 
to ground. 

It is interesting to note the large number of cases resulting from 
fractures of the long bones as the sequence of a slight fall. This 
is especially noticeable in fractures of the hip in old people. Of 
the 19 who died from falls down stairs, 14 were over 50 years of 
age. Seventeen out of the 22 falls from chair, on ice, on floor, 
ground, or sidewalk, that is on a level, were of people over 50 
years of age. 

Of the whole number of deaths by accidents, 217 were males and 
59 were females ; 109 were of native and 167 of foreign parentage, 
or 39.49 per cent, of native to 60.51 of foreign. 

Of the sexes, the proportion was 78.62 per cent, of male dece- 
dents to 21.38 per cent, of female decedents. 

In regard to periods of life, the decedents from accidental 
causes were divided as follows : under 5 years, 42 ; 5, and under 
10, 21 ; between 10 and 20, 18 ; between 20 and 40, 78 ; between 40 
and 60, 58 ; over 60, 59. 

In regard to sectional divisions of the State, 9 of the deaths 
from accidental causes were in Bristol county ; 16 in Kent county ; 
30 in Newport county ; 207 in Providence county ; and 14 in Wash- 
ington county. 
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The whole number of deaths from accidental causes, in 1899, m 
pivportion to the whole nuTYiher of deaths in the State, was about 
37 in every one thousand. The number in proportion to the whole 
2)oj)ulation was .65 in every one thousand.

Apoplexy and Paralysis. 

There were 457 deaths from apoplexy and paral3^sis in Ehode 
Island, in 1899, according to the returns. The number reported 
is 41 more than in the year 1898. 

The whole number of deaths from these two causes represents 
6.13 per cent, of all caumeni^ and a proportion of 1.08 to every one 
thousand of the population. 

Of the sexes, there were 210 males and 247 females. 

Of parentage, 230 were of native parentage, and 227 of foreign. 

As observed in previous reports, the older native population 
has steadily been, in a very large proportion, more prone to apo- 
plexy than the foreign, or the children of the foreign population. 

It will be observed that the proportion of deaths from apoplexy 
and paralysis, to the whole mortality from all causes, has steadily 
increased from about three and three-quarters per cent., during 
the first quinquennial (1866-1870), to nearly five and three-quar- 
ters per cent, during the quinquennial (1891-1895). 

The following Table will present the sex, parental, and local 
relations of apoplexy and paralysis, as causes of death, during 
the last thirty-four years (Providence city not included in the 
Providence county statement):

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Appendicitis. 

From a greater perfection in diagnosis of disease of the abdom- 
inal viscera, the disease known as appendicitis has received greater 
attention. This was probably reported in previous years under 
the head of diseases of the bowels, intussusception, or peritonitis. 

During 1899 there were 28 deaths from appendicitis reported, 
and of this number operations were perfoi4ned in 15 cases. 

As there were 19 deaths from peritonitis in 1899, this would rep- 
resent over 59 per cent, of the combined numbers. 

Of the 28 cases of appendicitis, 22 were males, and 6 were 
females. Fourteen were of native, and 14 of foreign parentage. 

Brain Diseases. 

The number of decedents from diseases of the brain proper, in 
1899, was 267. 

This number represents 3.58 per cent, of all causes, and a pro- 
portion of .63 to every one thousand of the whole population. 

Of the 267 decedents, 143 were males, and 124 were females. 

In regard to parentage, 117 were of native, and 150 of foreign 
parentage.

Brain diseases occur largely in children. Of the 267 decedents 
from those causes, in 1899, 114 were under 5 years of age, and 13 
were from 5 to 10 years of age. 

The following Table will present the statistics of mortality from 
diseases of the brain, for thirty -four years : 
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Bronchitis. 

The number of decedents in 1899, whose deaths were reported 
as haying been caused by bronchitis, was 241. This is 5 more 
than in 1898. 

This number represents 3.23 per cent, of all causes, and a pro- 
portion of .57 to every one thousand of the population. 

Of the 241 decedents, 118 were males, and 123 were females ; or 
at the rate of 96 males to each 100 females. 

In relation to parentage, 73 were of native, and 168 of foreign 
parentage. 

In regard to age, 127 of the decedents were under 5 years of age, 
9 were between 5 and 20 years, 9 between 20 and 40 years, 24 be- 
tween 40 and 60 years ; and of the remaining 72 decedents above 
60 years of age, there were 29 deaths from chronic bronchitis. 

During the first four months of the year the decedents from 
bronchitis numbered 116, during the last four months the number 
was 80. 

The very large increase in the proportionate mortality from 
bronchitis, during the last twenty years, will scarcely fail to be 
noticed in Table LX VI. 

The following Table will show various facts in relation to the 
mortality from bronchitis, for thirty -four years : 
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Cancer. 

There were 292 decedents, in 1899, whose deaths were caused by 
cancer, according to the returns. The term cancer includes all the 
various kinds, and in whatever place located. 

This number represents 3.92 per cent, of all causes, and a pro- 
portion of .69 to every one thousand of the population. 

The varieties of cancer, as reported, may be found in Tables 
VII and Vni, on pages 22, 23, 24, 37, 38, and 39. They are classed 
in Table IX as follows : cancer in various localities, or cancer 
various, 80 ; cancer of abdomen, 10 ; of the breast, 47 ; of the face, 
10 ; of the liver, 34 ; of rectum, 12 ; of the stomach, 59 ; of the 
uterus, 40.

Parentage, — There were 135 of native parentage, and 157 of 
foreign. 

* The following Table will show the facts of mortality from can- 
cer, in relation to sex, parentage, and locality, for thirty-four 
years: 
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Child-Birth. 

Under the head of "Child-birth*' are included, in this connec- 
tion, puerperal conyulsions, and whatever causes of death that 
may have occurred as the direct result of child-birth, or parturi- 
tion. 

The number reported in 1899 was 55, 16 of which were from the 
immediate effects of child-birth, including metritis, hemorrhage, 
rupture of uterus, etc. ; 3 from peritonitis ; 13 from puerperal 
nephritis and convulsions ; 23 from puerperal fever or septicaemia. 

Of the whole number, 11 were of native, and 44 of foreign 
parentage. 

This number represents .74 per cent, of all causes, and a pro- 
portion of .13 to every one thousand of the population. 

There were 16 less deaths from " child-birth " in 1899 than in 
1898. 

The following Table will present the various relations in regard 
to the mortality from child-birth, for thirty-four years, 1866-1899. 
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Cholera Infantum. 

The number of deaths from cholera infantum, according to the 
returns for 1899, was 473. 

This number represents 6.34 per cent, of deaths from all causes, 
and a proportion of 1.12 to every one thousand of the population. 

Of the 473 decedents, 265 were males, and 208 were females. 

Of parentage, 127 were of native, and 346 of foreign parentage ; 
or about 272 of foreign to every 100 of native parentage. 

The mortality from cholera infantum, during 1899, was .44 per 
cent, less than during the year 1898. 

As may be seen on the following page, the number of decedents 
from cholera infantum, during the thirty-four years from 1866 to 
1899, inclusive, was 11,538. 

The proportion to total mortality for the period of thirty-four 
years was 6.3 per cent. For 1896 the proportion was 7.2 per 
cent. ; for 1897, 5.9 per cent. ; for 1898, 6.7 per cent. ; and for 1899, 
6.3 per cent. 

There were 111 males to every 100 females among the decedents 
during the thirty-four years ; and 162 decedents of foreign par- 
entage to every 100 of native, during the same period.

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DlARRHCEA AND DYSENTERY. 

There were 111 decedents from diarrhnea and dysentery, in 1899. 
This number represents 1.4 per cent, of all causes, and a pro- 
portion of 26 to every 1,000 of the population. 

Sex, — Of the 111, 49 were males and 62 were females, or a pro- 
portion of 79 males to every 100 females. 

Parentage. — There were, of the 111 decedents, 34 of native par- 
entage and 77 of foreign parentage, or a proportion of about 226 
of foreign parentage to every 100 of native. 

Age. — There were 54 of the decedents from dian'hoea and dys- 
entery under 5 years of age, and there were 39 over 50 years of 
age, leaving 18 for all the 45 years between 5 and 50. 

Locality. — Of the 111 decedents, 87 were in Providence county, 
and 11 in Newport county; none were reported from Bristol 
county, 9 from Kent county, and 4 from Washington county. 

Se<m)7i. — Seventy of the deaths from diarrhoea and dysentery 
occurred during the mouths of July, August, and September. 

The increase in mortality from diarrhoea and dysentery, in 1899, 
compared with the previous year, was about 13 per cent. 

The followinq* Table will show the deaths from diarrhoea and 
dysentery, with the percentage, sex, parentage, etc., for each of 
34 years, beginning with 1866 : 
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Diphtheria. 

The number of deaths from diphtheria, in 1899, was 86, which 
was 7 less than in 1898, or a decrease of about 7^ per cent. 

This number represents 1.15 per cent, of all causes, or a propor- 
tion of .20 to every one thousand of the population. 

Sex. — Of the 86 decedents, 35 were males, and 51 were females. 

Parentage, — There were 31 of native, and 55 of foreign parent- 
age, or a proportion of about 177 of foreign parentage to every 
100 of native. 

Season, — There were 30 deaths from diphtheria in the first quar- 
ter, 18 the second quarter, 8 in the third quarter, and 30 in the 
fourth quarter. 

Age, — There were 67 deaths under 5 years of age, 12 between 
5 and 10, 3 between 10 and 15, 3 between 15 and 20, and 1 above 
20 years of age. 

Locality, — Of the 86 decedents, 68 were in Providence county, 
1 in Bristol county, 10 in Kent county, 4 in Newport county, and 
3 in Washington county. 

The following Table shows the mortality in the State from 
diphtheria for thirty-four years, beginning with 1866, also the 
percentage of deaths, the sex, parentage, etc. :

Fevers, Typhoid, etc. 

The number of decedents whose deaths were returned as having 
been caused by "fever" of some form, not malarial nor cerebro- 
spinal, was 90. Deaths from puerperal fever are not included. 

The following Table exhibits, for each of the last thirty-four 
years, the number and the percentage, and the sex and parentage 
of the decedents from fevers returned as from typhoid, and the 
number in each division of the State. 
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During 1899, of the 90 decedents from typhoid fever, there were 
53 males and 37 females, a proportion of about 143 males to every 
100 females. The diflference in the sexes of the mortality from 
fevers is not usually very great. 

During the period of thirty-four years, 1866 to 1899, inclusive, 
the proportions of the sexes of the decedents from "fever," in the 
State, were 94 females to every 100 males. 

Parentage, — There were 41 decedents from enteric fever, of 
native parentage, in 1899, and 49 of foreign parentage, a proportion 
of 54 of foreign and 46 of native in every 100 decedents.

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Diseases of the Heart. 

The number of decedents from the various forms of diseases of 
the heart, as reported in 1899, was 648. The number is 99 greater 
than that of 1898. 

This number represents 8.68 per cent, of all causes, and a pro- 
portion of 1.63 to every one thousand of the population. 

Sex, — There were 314 male decedents, and 334 female decedents ; 
a proportion of about 94 males to every 100 females, but these 
proportions, although varying from year to year, are not greatly 
different. 

Parentage, — Of the 648 decedents from diseases of the heart, in 
1899, there were 334 of native parentage, and 314 of foreign, a 
proportion of about 106 of native parentage to every 100 of for- 
eign. Except in 1892, 1893, and 1896, it has been the invariable 
rule of the whole period of registration that the native population 
is more subject to heart disease than the foreign. 

The following Table exhibits, for each of the last thirty-four 
years, 1866 to 1899, inclusive, the number and percentage, and the 
sex and parentage of the decedents from diseases of the heart, 
and the number of the same in each division of the State : 
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Sex. — Of the 10,829 persons deceased from diseases of the heart, 
in the last thirty-four years, 5,483 were males, and 5,346 were 
females ; or 103 males to each 100 females. 

Parentage. — Of the 10,829 decedents, during thirty-four years, 
6,046 were of native parentage, and 4,783 of foreign. The pro- 
portions would, therefore, stand as follows: To every 100 of for- 
eign parentage there were about 126 of native ; or about 56 native 
and 44 of foreign parentage in every 100 deaths. This difference 
has been gradually diminishing. In 1892 there were 2 more 
deaths of foreign than of native parentage ; in 1893 there were 
7 more deaths of foreign than of native parentage ; in 1896 there 
were 24 more deaths of foreign than of native parentage ; in 1897, 
however, there were 20 more* deaths of native than of foreign 
parentage; in 1898 there were 15 more deaths of native than of 
foreign parentage; and in 1899 there were 20 more deaths of 
native than of foreign parentage. 

Diseases of the heart rank third in the order of causes in 1899. 

The following Table shows the number of decedents from dis- 
eases of the heart, in each divisional period of life, in each of the 
last thirty -four years :

It will be seen that more than 42 per cent, of all the deaths 
from diseases of the heart were of persons over 60 years of age, 
and under 80. 

Diseases of the heart have acquired large importance as a cause 
of death. From 38.7 in every 1,000 deaths from all causes, in 1866, 
heart diseases gradually increased to about 73 in every 1,000 in 
1899, and falling back to slightly less than 60 per 1,000 in 1890, 
and rising to 72.5 per 1,000 in 1891, and falling to 68.4 in 1892. 
In 1893 there were 71.9 deaths from heart diseases in every 1,000, 
in 1894 there were 66.5 deaths in every 1,000, in 1895 there were 
71.0 deaths in every 1,000, in 1896 there were 74.1 deaths in every 
1,000, in 1897 there were 80.1 deaths in every 1,000, in 1898 there 
were 79.5 deaths in every 1,000, and in 1899 there were 86.9 deaths 
in every 1,000. 

Influenza. 

The event, during the first four months of the year 1890, of a 
very extraordinary and perhaps unprecedented prevalence of a 
form of influenza, which was unlike that of ordinary occurrence 
in that it aflfected indiscriminately all the functions and nearly all 
the organs of the body, varying with the individuals attacked, 
and the re-appearance of the same, although in greatly lessened 
numbers, in 1891, warrants a continued notice not given previous 
to 1890 in the Begistration Beports to the affection so named. 

The disease was, in 1890, most largely confined to the respira- 
tory passages, and resulted in a largely increased mortality from 
bronchitis and consumption. During 1891 the disease was equally 
as severe, affecting in a larger measure the brain and other nerve 
centres, and the direct mortality was even larger than that of 1890. 
The prevalence was largest during the second quarter of the year, 
and again in December. 
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The increase in December of 1891 was followed by a sudden 
augmentation in the first four months of the following year, 1892, 
the greatest number of deaths, 198, occurring in January of 1892. 
The total for 1892 was 336, or about twice as much as for either 
of the previous years. In 1893 there were 84 deaths reported as 
resulting from influenza. This was 251 less than in 1892. In 1894 
there were 166 deaths from influenza reported, an increase of 95 
per cent, from 1893, and a decrease of over 50 per^cent. from 1892. 
In 1895 there were 115 deaths from influenza. In 1896 there were 
but 42 deaths from influenza. In 1897 there were 153 deaths frona 
influenza. In* 1898 there were 75 deaths from influenza. In 1899 
there were 219 deaths from influenza. 

Sex, — Of the 219 deaths from influenza, in 1899, 82 were males 
and 137 were females, a proportion of 60 males to every 100 fe- 
males. 

Parentage, — The parent nativity of the decedents was 104 of 
native and 115 of foreign. 

Season, — Of the 219 deaths from influenza, during 1899, 179 
occurred in the first quarter of the year, 24 in the second, 4 in the 
third, and 12 in the fourth quarter. 

Age, — There were 42 under 5 years of age, 7 from 5 to 20 years, 
24 from 20 to 40, 39 from 40 to 60, 77 from 60 to 80, 30 from 80 
years of age and over. 

The following Tables will show the proportionate nativity, sex, 
and locality of the disease. 

The greatest mortality appears to be among females, there 
being 155 females to every 100 males. The parentage appears to 
be nearly equally divided between native and foreign, there being 
102 foreign to 100 native. 

The largest number of deaths occurred in Providence city, but 
this is not out of proportion to the proportionate number and 
density of population. 

Referring to the age periods it will be seen that the greatest 
mortality occurred in the period from 70 to 80, there being 320 or 
20.83 per cent, of the whole number of deaths from this disease. 
Taking the three decennials including 60 to 90 we have 744 deaths, 
or 48.44 per cent, of all by ages. 

By season, the greatest number of deaths occurred during the 
winter months, the most severe being during January, February^ 
and December. The number in January and February make a 
total of 1,009, or 65.68 per cent, of all.

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Insanity. 

There were 66 deaths from insanity, in 1899, a decrease of 16 
from 1898. The percentage to the whole number of deaths was 
.88. These deaths occurred chiefly at the Cranston institutions, 
and, in the Butler hospital. 

Sex. — There were 37 male and 29 female decedents. 

Parentage. — The number of native decedents from insanity was 
33, and of foreign parentage 33. 

Of the 6G deaths in 1899, there were 5 from dementia, 30 from 
senile dementia, 3 from acute mania, 1 from chronic mania, 4 from 
melancholia, and 23 from insanity. 



Of the 5 deaths from dementia, the secondary cause given in 2 
cases was Bright's disease ; 1, paralysis ; 2 cases, no secondary 
cause given. 

Of the 30 deaths from senile dementia, the secondary cause 
given in 4 cases was chronic nephritis; 2, diarrhoea; 1, phthisis 
pulmonalis; 3, pneumonia; 1, fractured hip ; 1, apoplexy; 1, acute 
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bronchitis ; 1, chronic bronchitis ; 1, necrosis of bones in foot ; 1, 
cerebral softening ; 14 cases, no secondary canse given. 

Of the 23 deaths from insanity, the secondary canse giren in 14 
cases was paralysis ; 1, Bright's disease ; 1, starvation ; 7 cases, no 
secondary canse given. 

Of the three deaths from acute mania, a secondary cause was 
given in only one instance, and that was appendicitis. 

The 1 death from chronic mania had as secondary canses facial 
erysipelas and oedema of glottis. 

Of the 4 deaths from melancholia in 1 case the secondary cause 
was phthisis pulmonalis ; 1 case, leptomeningitis ; 2 cases, no sec^ 
ondary cause was given. 

Secondary causes, with insanity in some form as a primary cause, 
were as follows : apoplexy, 1 — senile dementia ; appendicitis, 1 — 
acute mania ; Bright's disease or nephritis, 7 — delusional insanity 
1, dementia 2, senile dementia 4 ; acute bronchitis, 1 — senile de- 
mentia; chronic bronchitis, 1 — senile dementia; cerebral soften- 
ing, 1 — senile dementia; diarrhoea, 2 — senile dementia 2; facial 
erysipelas, 1 — chronic mania ; fracture of hip, 1 — senile dementia ; 
leptomeningitis, 1 — melancholia ; necrosis of bones in foot, 1 — 
senile dementia; paralysis, 15 — insanity 14, dementia 1; paraly- 
sis, due to tumor of brain, 1 — dementia ; phthisis pulmonalis, 2 — 
senile dementia 1, melancholia 1 ; pneumonia 3 — senile dementia 
3 ; starvation 1 — insanity.

There were 477 deaths returned, during 1899, with diseases of 
the kidneys assigned as the cause. 

This number represents 6.4 per cent, of all causes, and a pro- 
portion of 1.13 to every 1,000 of the population. 

Sex. — Of the 477 there were 241 males, and 236 females. 

Parentage.— Theve were 215 of native parentage and 262 of for- 
eign, or about 82 of native, to every 100 of foreign parentage. 

Previous to 1890, the decedents from diseases of the kidneys, of 
native parentage, outnumbered those of foreign parentage. 

Age. — Of the 477 decedents from kidney diseases, 9 were under 
5 years of age, 22 from 5 to 20, 71 from 20 to 40, 155 from 40 to 
60, 197 from 60 to 80, and 23, 80 and over. 

Diseases of the kidneys have largely increased in number, and 
much more largely in proportion, during the last thirty-four years. 

During the ten years from 1866 to 1875, inclusive, the propor- 
tion of deaths from kidney diseases, to whole number of deaths 
from all causes, was but little more than one per cent., while dur- 
ing the ten years from 1886 to 1896, inclusive, the proportion was 
nearly three and one-half per cent. 

The following Table will present various facts in relation to the 
mortality from diseases of the kidneys in Bhode Island, for thirty- 
four years, 1866-1899 :

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Diseases of the Liver. 

There were 92 deaths reported, in 1899, as having been caused 
by structural diseases of the liver. 

This number represents 128 per cent, of all causes, and a pro- 
portion of .22 to every 1,000 of the population. 

Of the 92 decedents, there were 48 males and 44 females, or 92 
females to every 100 males. 

There were 22 of native parentage, and 70 of foreign, or about 
81 of native to every 100 of foreign. 

Seventy -three of the whole number were of persons of 40 years 
of age and over. 

In the age period of from 5 to 40, there were but 14 decedents 
from diseases of the liver. 

The mortality from such diseases does not depend to any marked 
extent upon the influence of season.

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Dropsy. 

AVe have no deaths recorded in 1899 from dropsy. 

As it has been repeatedly observed in previous reports that 
althou.^h this term is a misnomer in a large measure, and conveys 
no definite idea of the pathological condition preceding the drop- 
sical accumulation, it has been, nevertheless, the only cause re- 
turned ; and as it has been in some instances the apparently imme- 
diate cause of death, it was given a place in the Registration Re- 
ports ; and as a frequent result and concomitant of diseases of the 
kidneys and liver, it has been placed in comparison with them in 
the following Table. 

It will be noticed that the number of deaths from dropsy, for 
1898, was but three. This year there has been none so accepted 
as a cause. This is explained by the fact that the diagnosis of 
dropsy was not accepted as a cause but as a symptom. In these 
cases strenuous effort was made by the Registrar to ascertain the 
cause of the dropsy from the physician, in every case so reported. 
The large number returned from that cause was distributed under 
the headings of heart disease, liver disease, or disease of the kid- 
neys, as finally ascertained from the physician in charge, or if not 
satisfactory has been placed under " cause unknown." These 
groups of diseases are therefore correspondingly increased over 
the numbers of previous years. 

An examination of Table LXXXIII will serve as evidence of 
the greater carefulness and better judgment of the medical prac- 
titioners of the present time, inasmuch as the causes of dropsy 
are now better understood and reported, and for that reason the 
number of deaths attributed to dropsy is very small.

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Measles. 

There were 47 decedents from measles as a cause of death in 
1899. The number is 29 greater than in the preceding year.

Of the 47, there were 22 males and 25 females. The sexes, as a 
rule, seem to be nearly equally- susceptible to measles and to mor- 
tality therefrom. 

Of parentage there were 12 of native and 35 of foreign. 

During the last ten years the proportion of mortality from 
measles has been about 50 of native to every 100 of foreign par- 
entage.

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THE EETURNS OF THE MEDICAL EXAMINERS. 



The number of deaths investigated by the medical examiners 
during the year 1899 was 467. These deaths resulted from sudden, 
suspicious, unknown, and violent causes. Of this number 326, or 
69.8 per cent., were males ; and 141, or 30.2 per cent., were females. 

Homicide. — The number of deaths from homicide was 15, or 3.2 
per cent, of the whole number investigated. Of the 15 cases of 
homicide, 2 were by stab wound of lungs, 1 by knif^ v^ound of 
breast, 1 by stab wound of abdomen, 2 by heavy blows on ab- 
domen, 1 strangled in drunken scuffle, 1 shot by officer in self- 
defense, 1 by burns from upset lamp, 1 by pistol-shot wound of 
heart, 1 by bullet wound of brain, 1 by bullet wound of chest, and 
3 infants— 1 by incised wound of skull, 1 by drowning, and 1 by 
burns. In 3 cases the assailants were brought to trial, convicted, 
and sentenced. In 1 case the assailant was judged to have been 
insane and sent to hospital for treatment. In 1 case the murderer 
committed suicide. In 2 cases self-defense was the excuse of the 
crime. 

Suicide. — The number of deaths by suicide reported by the 
medical examiners in 1899 was 39, or 8.4 per cent, of the whole 
number examined. Death was caused as follows : by drowning, 
7 ; hanging, 9 ; cutting throat, 4 ; pistol-shot wound of head, 5 ; 
gun-shot wound of heart, 2; illuminating-gas, 6; jumping from 
window, 1 ; stab y^ound of chest and neck, 1 ; by corrosive sub- 
limate, 1 ; by " rough on rats," 1 ; by Paris green, 2. 

Accidents. — The returns of the medical examiners show 214 
deaths from accidents specified as follows : asphyxia, 28 ; ^bicycle, 
1; burns and scalds, 21; drowning, 42; ^electric car, 5; electric 
shock and burns, 2 (linemen) ; explosion of boiler, 1 ; falls, 42 ; 
poison, 3 ; machinery, 3 ; railroad, 37 ; firearms, 3 ; run over by 
heavy teams, 7 ; thrown from wagon (runaway), 3 ; insolation, 2 ; 1 
each by explosion of photographic flashlight powder, exposure 
to cold while coasting, hit by base-ball, crushed between cart and

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wall, crushed by cake of ice, crushed beneath bale of hay, crushed 
by falling tower, struck by coal-chute while driving under it, 
struck by boom of vessel, struck by falling derrick, thrown from 
horse, in jumping from window to escape arrest, blow on head 
by officer from whom he was trying to escape. 

Asphyxia, 28. — By bed-clothes and overlaying, 8 (infants); by 
food in larynx, 3 ; by collar-button in larynx, 1 ; by illuminating-gas, 
10 ; by smoke in burning house, 1 ; under falling coal in barge, 1 ; 
by false teeth, 1 ; in bed while intoxicated, 1 ; by lying on face in 
pillow, 1 ; and 1 by falling from wagon while intoxicated, dragging 
clothes over head. 

Burns and Scalds, 21. — In burning building, 4 ; by bonfire, 2 ; 
playing \\dth matches, 3 ; by upset dish of hot water, 2 ; upset clam- 
broth, 1 ; by falling into bucket of hot water, 1 ; by clothes taking 
fire from smoldering fire-cracker, 1 ; upset candle into jar of 
matches, 1 ; upset lamp, 1 ; by bed-clothes taking fire from lighted 
pipe, 1 ; from burning Christmas-tree, 1 ; by clothes taking fire 
from oil-stove, 1 ; from stove-cover, 1 ; by steam in mill, 1. 

Drowning, 42. — Bathing or swimming, 7 ; through ice, 4 ; over- 
board from boats, 6 ; 4 (children) by falling into water while play- 
ing on edge ; and 1 each in swamp, by giving way of river-bank, 
by falling into water during epileptic attack, in shallow water (face 
downwards, while intoxicated), by jumping into water to escape 
from police, (infant) drowned in mother's arms by falling from 
wharf (the mother was rescued) ; 15 were found in water, circum- 
stances of the drowning unknown. 

Falls, 42. — From building or staging, 10 ; downstairs, 11 ; from 
team, 6 ; from window, 1 ; from electric light pole, 1 ; from load of 
hay, 1 ; from railroad bridge, 1 ; into coal-pocket, 1 ; on ice, 1 ; from 
chair, 2 ; on floor or ground, 7. 

Poison, 3. — Strychnia tablets mistaken for candy, 1 ; ammonia 
taken by mistake, 1 ; by lead, from occupation, 1. 

The following cases are deemed worthy of special mention : 

Explosion of Photographic Flashlight Poam)Er. — A boy bad 
gone on the north pier of The Heireshoff Mfg. Co. to see the 
launching of the Columbia, climbing on top of a platform about 
8 feet from the ground, with a number of other people. While 
there a receptacle containing what was supposed to be flashlight 
powder was torn into pieces by the force of an explosion follow- 
ing the ignition of the powder, and a number of people badly 
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wounded, while others were more or less stunned. When a light 
was turned on this boy was found, head down, doubled up in a 
coal-hoisting bucket that was below him on the pipr. He was 
picked up and carried into a building where he expired, without 
regaining consciousness, -in a few moments. ' 

Accidental Burning. — On the afternoon of July 4, the deceased 
was on her way home and stopped on street near her house to speak 
to a neighbor. While standing talking she said " Why ! I believe 
I'm on fire ! " and almost instantly she was enveloped in flames. She 
was seen by several people who wrapped her in rugs and poured 
on water extinguishing the flames. Examination revealed exten- 
sive burns of both legs, both arms, nearly the entire back, and a 
large portion of the abdomen. She failed gradually and died the 
next morning. Inquiry failed to find any cause for the accident 
except the supposition that the skirts had swept up the lighted 
remnant of a firecracker, or that she stood over one while she 
talked. 

The whole number of deaths by accident in the State during 
1899 was 276, showing that there were 62 deaths by accident where 
no medical examiner was called. In these cases a physician had 
been in attendance and had reported the cause of death. In many 
instances the death was not immediate. 

The division of these 276 deaths by accident was as follows 
(see pages 20 and 21 of this report) : asphyxia, 31 ; bicycle, 1 ; 
boiler explosion, 1 ; burns and scalds, 28 ; drowning, 45 ; electric 
car, 5 ; elevator, 2 ; exposure, 3 ; falls, 61 ; fire-arms, 3 ; insolation, 
2 ; machinery, 4 ; poison, 7 ; railroad, 38 ; various, 45 (see pages 
193 and 194 of this report). 

A comparison of these figures with the cases of accidents which 
are viewed by medical examiners will show the cases which are 
more open to suspicion of avoidable violence. The difference (19) 
is more marked under the cause of falls. 

Under sudden deaths which were investigated by medical ex- 
aminers, were as follows : abcess of liver, 1 ; alcoholism, 18 ; an- 
gina pectoris, 5 ; apoplexy and cerebral hemorrhage, 22 ; asthma, 
1 ; bronchitis, 5 ; cancer of breast, 2 ; cancer of liver, 1 ; cancer of 
pericardium, 1 ; cholera infantum, 5 ; diarrhoea, 1 ; epilepsy, 2 
gastro enteritis, 2 ; heart disease, 45 ; valvular disease of heart, 4 
hemorrhage of lungs, 3 ; hemorrhage of vulva, 1 ; influenza, 2 
kidney disease, 2 ; laryngitis, 1 ; malarial fever, 1 ; malnutrition, 
4; meningitis, 1; membranous croup, 1 ; neglect and exposure 
(infants), 5 ; nephritis and Bright's disease, 11 ; old age, 5 ; paraly- 
sis of the insane, 1 ; pelvic cellulitis, 1 ; pneumonia, IQ \ y^xA\Q>SiS3>x!L^ 
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\nTth, 3 ; (mlmonarj apoplexy. 2 : pulmonary tnbefcnloaa. 9; gvn-

It should be stated that the nomenclature of diseases in the nos- 
ological arrangement on the following pages is not intended to 
include the names of the whole list of morbid phenomena affect- 
ing the human organism, but the names of such only as are directly 
the cause of death, or such as ordinarily predispose to or set in 
motion the morbid processes that end in death. 

The classification w^hich has appeared in the previous issues of 
this report, and which was the result of a report of the committee 
of the Royal College of Physicians of England, has been modified 
to accord with the changes which have taken place in our knowl- 
edge of the pathological causation of diseases since that classifi- 
cation was made. 

The changes which have been made apply more especially to 
Group One, the title of which has been changed from Miasmatic 
to Communicable, and has absorbed all of Group Two, which was 
known as the Enthetic group. This included glanders, gonor- 
rhoea, hydrophobia, malignant pustule, septicfcmia, and syphilis, 
all of which are at the present day considered as communicable 
diseases, and probably dependent upon a morbific entity which in 
some of these diseases has been demonstrated. 

In Group Two delirium tremens has been dropped to the sup- 
plementary list, being but a symptom or a result of the condition 
of alcholism, which, while not strictly correct, is yet more com- 
prehensive in covering this class of causations. 

ApthjB, worms, and other parasites should be classed as commu- 
nicable, the parasites being of a higher order than those produc- 
ing diphtheria and cholera, and are dropped from this class. 

As dropsy is a result or symptom rather than an immediate 
cause of death, it has been left out. 

Gangrene, occurring in old age, has been transferred to the 
group Developmental Diseases of Old Age. Other conditions 
where gangrene is found have been traced satisfactorily to trau- 
matisms, or diseases of the circulator^' system. 

In Class III, in the group of diseases of the Nervous System, 
cephalitis has been dropped as being obsolete. Convulsions has 
been transferred to the group of Developmental Diseases olC^^k- 
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i\reu, all such deaths baviug been found to be within these age 
periods. 

From the group of the Respiratory System pneumonia has been 
transferred to the list of Communicable diseases. 

In Group Four, of the Digestive System, apf>endicitis has been 
introduced as being a sufficiently distinct and frequent disease, 
and concerning which statisticians will desire information as to 
the mortality therefrom. Peritonitis, being a sequel of a traumatic 
or a septic condition, is usually traceable to a primary cause if 
inquired into. When no specific cause is obtainable it is placed 
under Causes Ill-defined. Ascites, being a secondary cause, is rel- 
egated to Causes Ill-defined, unless the original cause of the ascites 
can be ascertained. Hernia is retained in this group, rather than 
in the group of Accidents and Negligence. Other new diseases 
which are introduced into this group, as being now more specifi- 
cally diagnosticated, are obstruction of the bowels, colitis, entero 
colitis, diarrhoea, dysenterj^ gastro enteritis, and gall-stones — which 
is retained for want of a more definite term which shall express 
the conditions causing the formation of the gall-stones — and acute 
gastritis. 

Under diseases of the Urinary System, the word nephria is 
omitted, the term Bright's disease being retained in the absence 
of the ability or practicability of the ordinary diagnostician to 
be able to distinguish the different forms of nephritis, or blood 
changes or other causes giving rise to the presence of albumen in 
the urine. Diabetes is divided into the two forms of mellitus and 
insipidus. While perhaps belonging to the group of nervous dis- 
eases, yet it is not yet sufficiently well explained to prove in 
which group it might be placed, and custom in this case is allowed 
to prevail. Diseases of the testicles has been omitted as it has, 
by experience in this department, been found to be dependent 
upon some pathological change, such as neoplastic formations or 
traumatic or septic conditions, and the primary cause usually finds 
its way into these groups. Ursemia is placed in the primary group 
as being expressive of the direct location of the disease, although 
not being specific as to the causation. 

Under diseases of the Generative System we are at the present 
day able to specify more accurately the condition present, owing 
to the increased knowledge required of the gynecologist. Ovarian 
dropsy is therefore dropped, and ovarian tumor, diseases of the 
uterus, and pyosalpinx are submitted as subdivisions. This group 
will probably be enlarged as physicians become better educated 
in specific diagnosis in this special department. 

As still-births are classified by themselves they are removed 
from the group of Developmental Diseases of Children. To this 
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group has been added atelectasis pulmonum, also cholera infat- 
tum. Convulsions is allowed to remain. Although every effort is 
made to ascertain the cause of this sympton, and it is frequently 
dependent upon intestinal disturbances as well as nervous derange- 
ments, yet it is impossible for the physician to ascertain the pro- 
voking cause. As it is not sufficiently "ill-defined" to be rele- 
gated to that group, being a disease of childhood, it is placed in 
this group. 

Under Developmental Diseases of Women the various subdi- 
visions of the causes of death in childbirth have been given and an 
effort made to obtain these special causes rather than let them 
remain as simply " childbirth." 

Diseases of nutrition are omitted, as atrophy or debility is 
found to be either in the group of old age, or diseases of infants, 
or caused by some disease which can be ascertained. If the cause 
is not evident to the physician, it is evidently a cause unknown, 
and should be classed as such. 

Under the group Accident or Negligence, the term fractures or 
contusions is omitted, as it is ascertained in every case what 
caused these injuries. The results of the injuries are treated of 
as supplemental, as is also the instrument causing the injury, or 
the form of poison, or the method of drowning, etc. The division 
Various is subdivided into more specific causes, and introduces 
into this group electric-car accidents, falls, fire-arms, machinery, 
overdose of medicine, railroad, and '* otherwise." 

Under Causes Ill-defined, and which are invariably inquired 
into for more satisfactory information, there are a large number 
which may be found in the supplementary list. Blood poisoning 
is due usually to some known traumatic or infectious cause, as is 
septicsemia. When not known it is ill-defined. The cause of 
coma should be given if known, as it may be from cerebral hem- 
orrhage or from uraemia. Convulsions, not infantile, are usually 
due to some traceable cause. Ascites, colic, dropsy, exhaustion, 
and inflammation are symptoms and not causes. Debility and 
asthenia not infantile and not senile can usually be traced to 
some definite change in the system, otherwise it is ill-defined. It 
has been customary heretofore for physicians to give as a cause 
of death " heart failure,'' meaning that the heart ceased its action 
or that the cause was a natural one not accompanied by violence. 
It is generally adinitted that this is unsatisfactory, and with this 
compilation, when the cause of the heart failure cannot be ob- 
tained, it is classed as ill-defined. While peritonitis may be idio- 
pathic, in most instances a cause of the peritonitis has been ascer- 
tainable ; it has been classed as ill-defined if no cause is known. 
Shock, when occurring as surgical shock, being usually the result 
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of accident or surgical operation, is classed under these groups. 
Wben no accompanying cause is given, as might be the case from 
fright, or sudden joy, the cause is usually due to some abnormality 
of the nervous system or disease of the heart, and in the absence 
of the specific cause must be placed under ill-defined. T\Tien 
given as a single cause in cases of cerebral hemorrhage or apo- 
plexy, the latter cause can be ascertained by inquiry, and proves 
to be the cause in most instances. The following list comprises 
those causes which have been returned and, not being sufficiently 
definite, have led to inquiry from the physician in attendance. 
The only causes which cannot be more explicitly defined, and are 
sufficient as primary causes, are appendicitis and hernia. In these 
two instances inquiry is made as to whether an operation was per- 
formed for relief of the condition. In acute gastritis it Ls desira- 
ble to ascertain if the condition was due to the ingestion of some 
irritant, as alcohol, poison, or is the result of indigestion. More 
specific cause is asked for in childbirth, miscarriage, premature 
birth, and still-birth, in order to determine in as many cases as pos- 
sible what was the condition of the mother or the complication in 
confinement which has led up to the result which is the cause of 
the death of the child. By spinal disease is sometimes meant dis- 
ease of the spinal cord, in other cases diseases of the spinal col- 
umn, and calls for inquiry.

BIRTHS, MARRIAGES, AND DEATHS, 

AND OF DIVORCE. 



GENEEAL LAWS, CHAPTER 100. 

OF THE REGISTRATION OF RIRTHS, MARRIAGES, AND DEATHS. 

Section l. The tovra clerks of the several towns, or any person whom 
the board of aldermen of any city, or the town council of any town, may 
appoint for that purpose, shall obtain, chronologically record and index, 
as required by the forms prescribed by section three of this chapter, all 
information concerning births, marriages, and deaths occurring among 
the inhabitants of their respective towns; and on or before the first Mon- 
day in March, annually, shall make duly certified returns thereof to the 
secretary of the state board of health for the year ending on the thirty- 
first day of December next preceding, accompanying the same with a list 
of the persons required by law to make returns to them who have neg- 
lected to do so, and with such remarks relating to the object of this 
chapter as they may deem important to communicate. 

Sec. 2. The secretary of the state board of health shall receive the re- 
turns made in pursuance of the preceding section, and annually make a 
general abstract and report thereof, in form as prescribed by section three 
of this chapter, and publish not exceeding one thousand copies thereof ; 
and for preparing, tabulating, and publishing said annual report such sum 
as inay be provided by law shall be paid to the state registrar. Said re- 
turns, after such report is prepared, shall be deposited in the of!ice of the 
secretary of state, who shall cause the same to be arranged, full alphabeti- 
cal indices of all the names to be made, and the whole to be bound in volumes 
of convenient size and carefully preserved in his office. 
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Ski . 3. The blank forms required to cany out the prorisions of this 
chapter sliall, on application, be furnished by the secretary of the state 
lioard of liealth to cleisrynien, physicians, undertakers, town clerks, clerks 
of meetings ^>f the Society of Friends, and otiier persons requirii^ them, 
substantially as follows : Tlie record of a birth shall state the date and 
place of birtli, name of the child if it has any, tlie sex and color of the 
child, wliether bom aliTe or still-bom, the name and surname, color, resi- 
dence, and birthplace of the parents, and the occupation of the father, and 
tlie time of recording, so far as the same can be ascertained. The record 
iif a marriage shall state the date of tlie marriage, place, name, residence, 
and official station of the person by whom married, names and surnames 
of the parties, age, color, occupation, and residence of each, condition, 
tliat is, whetlier single or widowed, what marriage, that is. whether first, 
second, third, or other marriage, the occupation, birthplace, and name of 
tlieir parents, and the time of recording, so far as the same can be ascer- 
tainefL The record of deaths shall state the date of the death, name and 
sumame of deceased, the sex, color, and condition, whether single or mar- 
ried, age, occupation, place of death, place of birth, names and birthplace 
of parents, disease or cause of deatli, and the time of recording, so far as 
can Ix; ascertained. 

SfX. 4. Every meeting of the Society of Friends, clergymen, and all 
etliers authorized to join persons in marriage, shall make a faithful record 
of every such rite performed by them, in manner and form aforesaid, and 
retum the same for the last preceding month, on or before the second 
Monday of every month, to the town clerk of the town in which such rite 
shall have been performed; and no marriage shall be solemnized until the 
parties shall have signed and delivered to the person about to solemnize it, 
or to a clerk of a meeting of the Society of Friends, a certificate containing 
the information required for the record of a maniage, as prescribed by 
this chapter. 

Sec. 5. The town clerk of every town shall annually, in the month of 
January, collect the information required by this chapter, in relation to 
all children bom in the town during the year ending on the thirty-first day 
of December next preceding. 

Sec. 6. Physicians and midwives shall, on or before the fifth day of each 
month, report to the clerk of each city or town a correct list of all children 
bom therein during the month next preceding, at whose birth they w^ere 
present, stating the date and place of each birth, the name of the child if 
it has any, the sex and eolor of tho child, the name, place of birth and 
residence of the parents, and the aoeu>>ation of the father. The fee of the 
physician or midwife slmU be twewty-rt ve^ cents for each birth so rejwrted, 
and shall be paid by the city or town in which the report is made. 

Sec. T. Whenever any person sihaU di^. or any stilUbom child shall be 
brought forth in this state, the physician attendhxg at such bringing forth 
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or last sickness, if any pliysician so attended, shall, within forty-eight 
hours after such death or bringing forth, leave with the family, if any, or 
person having the care of the deceased, or the person bringing forth such 
still-bom child, or give to the undertaker or person who conducts the 
funeral, a certificate stating, in case of a death, the names of the deceased 
the date of the death, and the disease or cause of the death ; and in case 
of the bringing forth of a still-boni child, the date and the cause of such 
child being brought forth still-born ; Pi-ovided, however, that if the phy- 
sician last in attendance shall not have knowledge of such death, or is 
otherwise reasonably prevented from leaving with the family or giving the 
undertaker such certificate within the time hereinbefore specified, or be- 
fore the funeral or disposal of the remains of the deceased, he shall, within 
five days after having knowledge of such death by notification or other- 
wise, send to the town or city clerk or registrar of the town or city hi which 
such death occurred a certificate, stating the name, date, and disease or 
cause of death of such decedent. 

Sec. 8. Every town council may appoint a sufiicient number of persons 
to act as undertakers, removable at the pleasure of such council. 

Sec. 9. No undertaker or other person shall conduct a funeral, or bury 
or deposit in a tomb, or remove from this state or otherwise dispose of the 
remains of any deceased person or still-born child, unless he shall first ob- 
tain the physician's certificate required by section seven of this chapter, 
if a physician was in attendance upon such person who has deceased or 
the person bringing forth such still-bo ni child, and shall return the same, 
together with his own certificate of the information required by section 
three of this chapter, to the town clerk of the town where such death or 
bringing forth took place : Provided, however, that in such towns as allow 
the burial or removal of bodies of deceased persons without a permit from 
the town clerk, and if the imdertaker or other person who has charge of 
the disposal of the remains of the deceased person is unable to obtain the 
said physician's certificate, after reasonable attempts therefor, before the 
burial or removal of the said remains, then the said undertaker or other 
person shall make his return as required by section three of this chapter, 
including the cause of death and the name of the physician last in attend- 
ance upon the deceased, immediately to the town or city clerk or registrar 
of the town or city in which the death occurred, lie shall, also, within 
two days thereafter, notify the physician last in attendance upon the de- 
ceased person of the name and date of death of the same. 

Sec. 10. Clergymen of all denominations who officiate at the funerals 
of decedents when no undertaker is in attendance, shall, when requested 
by the state registrar, or the town or city clerk or registrar of the town or 
city in which such deaths occurred, make returns of such deaths in the 
same manner and with the same compensation as undertakers. 
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Sk< . II. Any town may make ordinances more effectually to attain 
the objects herein contemplated. 

Sk( . 12. The toHTi clerks, or persons appointed as aforesaid, shall re- 
receive for each record of a death made and returned as required by law, 
and for each record of a marriage made and returned as required by law, 
twenty cents, to be paid to them out of their respective town treasuries: 
Prorifletl, that the yearly compensation to be paid out of the town treasury 
as aforesaid, to any one town clerk or person appointed as aforesaid, who 
shall perform the duties prescribed by this chapter, shall not be less than 
five dollars. Undertakers and others making returns of deaths, as required 
by sections seven and nine of this chapter, shall receive for each full report 
of a death made to the town clerk, five cents in the cities of Providence 
and Newport, and ten cents in the other towns of the state. 

Skc. 18. Every clergyman, pliysician, midwife, undertaker, town clerk, 
clerk of any meeting of the Society of Friends, or other person who 
shall willfully or unreasonably neglect or refuse to perform any of the 
duties imposed on or required of him by this chapter, shall be fined not 
exceeding twenty dollars nor less than two dollars for each offence, one- 
half thereof to the use of the town in which the offence shall occur, and 
one-half thereof to the use of the person who shall complain of the same. 

Sec. 14. Every clergyman, pliysician, coroner, undertaker, medical ex- 
aminer, or clerk of any meeting of the Society of Friends, shall cause his 
name, residence, and post-office address to be recorded in the town clerk's 
office of the town where he resides. 

Sec. 15. Xo letters of administration or letters testamentary shall be 
granted by any court of probate upon the estate of any person, until the ' 
death of such person, or the facts from which the same is presumed, shall 
be duly certified, as near as may be, to the town clerk, in order that the 
same may be duly registered according to the provisions of this chapter. 

Sec. 16. The town and city clerks, and registrars of the several towns 
and cities, shall have the custody of all records of births, deaths, and mar- 
riages of their respective towns, whether made imder the statutes now in 
force or any former statute, and a certificate signed by them, certifying 
that any written or printed statement of any marriage, birth, or death is 
a true copy of the record in their custody, shall be admitted as evidence 
of such marriage, birth, or death. 

Sec. 17. Births, marriages, and deaths of non-residents shall be distin- 
guished from those of residents in the returns by being arranged separately. 

Sec. 18. The secretary of tlie state board of health may from time to 
time vary the forms of returns, and require such additional information 
as he may consider necessary to accomplish the object of this chapter. 

Sec. 19. The town clerks or other officers appointed under this chapter 
to collect, recprd, and return the births in the several cities and towns, 
shall receive fees therefor as follows: For making record and return of

these facts as required by law, twenty cents for each entry and return ; 
to be paid by the city or town in which the birth is recorded. 

Sec. 20. The clerk or registrar of each town and city shall, on the first day 
of each and every month, make a certified copy of all births, marriages, 
and deaths recorded in the books of said town or city during the previous 
month, whenever the parents of the child boni, or the bride or the groom, 
or the deceased person, were resident in any other town or city in this 
state, or hi any other state, at time of said birth, marriage, or death; and 
shall transmit such certified copies to the clerk or registrar of the town, 
city, or state in which such parents of the child bom, the bride or the 
groom, or the deceased, were resident at the time of said birth, marriage, 
or death, stating, in case of a birth, the name of the street and number of 
the house, if any, where such parents resided, the place of birth of such 
parents, and the maiden name of the mother, whenever the same can be 
ascertained; and the clerk or registrar so receiving such certified copies 
shall record the same in the books kept for recording births, marriages, 
and deaths. Such certified copies shall be made upon blanks to be fur- 
nished for that purpose by the secretary of the state board of health. 

Sec. 21. The town clerks of the several towns, or other persons ap- 
pointed under this chapter to collect the births in the several towns, shall 
annually in the month of January collect the facts concerning the births 
within their respective towns, required by this chapter, and shall, so far 
as practicable, at the same time collect the names of all persons liable to 
be enrolled in the militia, as required by title thirty-four, and the census 
of all persons between the ages of five and fifteen years inclusive, as pro- 
vided by chapter fifty-four, and shall receive therefor such compensation 
as the town council or the board of aldermen of their respective cities 
shall determine : Provided, that the city of Providence shall be exempt 
from so much of the provisions of this section as relates to the collection 
of the statistics of births. 

Sec. 22. Blanks for the foregoing purposes shall be furnished, on appli- 
cation thepefor, on or before the first day of December in the year preced- 
ing, by the state board of health for the collection of births, by the 
adjutant-general for the taking of the enrolled militia, and by the com- 
missioner of public schools for the census aforesaid. 

Sec. 23. The person or persons who shall discharge the duties required 
by section twenty-one of this chapter, if other than the town clerk, shall 
make full return thereof to the town clerk of his or their town, on or 
before the tenth day of February next followuig. 

Sec. 24. The returns required to be made by the clerks of the appellate 
division of the supreme court, m relation to divorces, to the secretary of 
the state board of health, or a prepared abstract thereof, shall be published 
in the annual report of the births, marriages, and deaths in the state.

Skc TKJXs 1, 2, unci o show what khulred persons cannot marry, and de- 
clare marriages within prohibited degrees null and void. 

Sec TioN 4 makes an exception in favor of Jews, within the degrees of 
affinity or consanguinity allowed by their religion. 

Sec TION 5 declares the marriage of persons having a husband or wife 
living, and of idiots and lunatics, absolutely void. 

Sec. (i. Any minister or elder of any religious denomination who shall 
be domiciled in the state, and shall have registered with the town clerk 
and have received a license^ may join persons in marriage in this state. 

Sec TION 7 designates who shall be considered as belonging to a religious 
denomination within the meaning of the preceding section. 

Sec. 8. Wardens in the town of Xew Shoreham may join persons in 
marriage in said to\\7i. 

Section' 9 designates who may join persons in marriage when solem- 
nized among (Quakers, or among persons professing the Jewish religion. 

Sec. 10. Everij person desiring to be joined in marriage in this state 
shall f uniish to the town or city clerk of the town or city where such per- 
son resides, or, if such person is not a resident of the state, then to the 
town or city clerk of the town or city where such marriage is to be solem- 
nized, the information called for in a blank form provided by the town or 
city clerk. Such person shall also procure from the town or city clerk a 
certified copy of such blank form so subscribed to, and present the same to 
the person who is to solenniize the marriage. For issuing such certified 
copy the town or city clerk shall be entitled to a fee of one dollar. Such 
clerk shall endorse his certificate upon the back of said co/>//. 

Sec TION 11 provides for the control of marriages of minors, and requires 
the written consent of the parent or guardian before the information pro- 
vided for in section ten can be given. Persons over eighteen years of age, 
however, who may have no pai*ent or guardian, may make oath relative to 
that fact to the city or town clerk, and may then give the required informa- 
tion called for in the application. 

Section 12 requires that each of the i>ersons married must present to 
the ofiiciating clei-gyman a certified copy, as pi*ovicled in section ten. These 
must also be signed by the respective parties to the marriage in the pres- 
ence of the clergyman. This is intended to identify the |)arties as being 
the same who api)eared for the certificate {\\n\\ the town clerk. 
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Section 13 requires that the officiating clergyman shall endorse the cei> 
tificate stating that he has joined the parties in marriage, and also that 
two witnesses of the marriage shall append their signatures. It also pro- 
vides that the minister shall make a return of the certificate to the town 
clerk on or before the second Monday of the month succeeding the date of 
the marriage. 

Section 14 provides for the care and preservation of the records. 

Section 15 provides for the work of registration in the city of Provi- 
dence to be done by the city registrar. 

Section 16 provides for the recording of the returned certificates in the 
office of the town clerk, and the final lodgment of the certificates with 
the secretary of state. These are there to be properly indexed, and open 
to inspection only in the presence of some one connected with the office of 
the secretary of state. 

Section 17 provides that two witnesses shall be present at the marriage 
ceremony. 

Section 18 provides that lawful objection to a marriage shall be made 
in writing, and the officiating clergyman shall not proceed with the mar- 
riage imtil the objection is removed. 

Section 19 provides for a penalty of six months imprisonment, or a fine 
of one thousand dollars, for joining persons in marriage without first hav- 
ing been presented with the certified copies required in section ten, or with- 
out having first returned any lawful objection to the marriage. 

Section 20 provides for a penalty a fine of not exceeding one hundred 
dollars, for failure to perform any of the duties devolving upon the ofticia. 
ting officer under this chapter. 

Section 21 provides for a fine for joming persons in marriage who have 
a husband or wife living. 

Section 22 provides that no marriage shall be deemed or adjudged to be 
void by any failure on the part of the officiating officers to comply with 
the law, if the marriage is in other respects lawful, and has been performed 
with a full belief on the part of the persons so married, or either of them, 
that they have been lawfully joined in marriage. 

Sec. 23. Every person who shall solemnize a marriage without being 
legally authorized thereto, shall be fined five hundred dollars. 



ADDENDUM. 

Section 10 was modified at the January session of the legislature, and provides that a 
license shall be issued to the persons to be joined in marriage, and that the signatures of the 
persons must be affixed to the declaration of intention of marriage, and in the presence of the 
clerk of the records. In case the parties reside in different towns in the state, then the fee 
shall be fifty cents for each town instead of one dollar. 
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GENERAL LAWS. CHAPTER 195. 



OF DIVORCE. 

Section 1. Divorces from the bond of marriage shall be decreed in case 
of any marriage originally void or voidable by law, and in case either party 
is for crime deemed to be or treated as if civilly dead, or from absence or 
other circumstances may be presumed to be actually dead. 

Skc. 2. Divorces shall be decreed for impotency, adultery, extreme 
cruelty, willful desertion for five years of either of the parties, or for such 
desertion for a shorter period of time in the discretion of the court, for 
continued drunkenness, for the habitual, excessive, and intemperate use of 
opium, morphine, or chloral, for neglect or refusal on the part of the hus- 
band, being of sufficient ability, to provide necessaries for the subsistence 
of his wife, and for any other gross misbehavoir and wickedness in either 
of the parties repugnant to and in violation of the marriage covenant. 

Sec. 3. Whenever in the trial of any petition for divorce from the bond 
of marriage it shall be alleged in the petition that the parties have lived 
separate and apart from each other for the space of at least ten years, the 
court may in its discretion enter a decree divorcing the parties from the 
bond of marriage, and may make provisions for alimony. 

Sec. 4. Whenever it shall appear that the absence, adultery, cruelty, 
desertion, or other cause of complaint as aforesaid was committed or oc- 
casioned by the collusion of the parties, and done and contrived with an 
intention to procure a divorce, in such case no divorce shall be decreed. 

Sec. 5. Whenever a divorce is granted for fault on the part of the hus- 
band, the wife shall have dower as if the husband were dead ; but such 
dower shall be claimed on proceedings begun within six months after the 
absolute decree, and, if not claimed within said period, or if claim be 
made for alimony within said period, then dower shall be deemed to be 
waived and released, and the only relief of tlie wife shall be a claim for 
alimony chargeable upon the estate of the husband, or some specific por- 
tion thereof as the court may decree: Provided, that in case of such 
divorce between parties married before the Digest of eighteen hundred 
forty- four went into operation, the wife shall be re- instated in all of her real 
estate, and have restored to her all of her personal estate not, in either 
case, disposed of at the date of the filing of the petition for said divorce. 

Sec. 6. Whenever a divorce is granted for fault on the part of the wife, 
the husband, if he be entitled to curtesy-initiate, shall have a life estate 
in all the lands of the wife as if the wife were dead, but subject to such 
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allowance to the wife, to be charged on such life estate, as the court in the 
peculiar circumstances of the case may deem just and proper. 

Sec. 7. Otherwise than as provided in the two preceding sections neither 
husband or wife, on divorce being granted, shall have any right in the 
estate of the other. 

Sec. 8. Divorces from bed, board, and further cohabitation, until the 
parties be reconciled, may be granted for any of the causes for which by law 
a divorce from the bond of marriage may be decreed, and for such other 
causes as may seem to require the same. In case of such divorce the court 
may assign to the petitioner a separate maintenance out of the estate or 
property of the husband or wife, as the case may be, in such manner and 
of such amount as it may think necessary or proper. 

Sec. 9. Every petition shall be signed by the petitioner, if of sound 
mind and of legal age to consent to marriage; otherwise, upon application 
to the court, and after notice to the party in whose name the petition shall 
be filed, the court may allow such petition to be signed by a guardian or 
next friend. 

Sec. 10. No petition for divorce shall be granted unless the petitioner 
shall at the time of preferring such petition, be a domiciled inhabitant 
of this state, and have resided therein for the period of one year next 
before the preferring of such petition. 

Sec. 11. All such petitions shall be filed, heard, and tried in Providence, 
unless the petitioner shall reside in the county of Newport or in the county 
of Washington, in which case such petition shall be filed, heard, and tried 
in Newport or South Kingstown respectively. 

Sec. 12. The court may by general rule determine the return-day of 
petitions for divorce and prescribe the notice to be given, within or with- 
out the state, on all such petitions, and may issue such process as may be 
necessary to carry into efl:'ect all powers conferred upon it in relation to the 
same ; and said court may also, by general rule, fix the times, during its 
session, when all petitions for divorce shall be heard, as they may be filed 
in Providence, Newport, or South Kingstown, respectively. Such general 
rules shall, however, be subject to such special orders as tlie court may 
make in special cases. And, until general rules are made, special order 
in each case shall be made. 

Sec. 13. Whenever any petition for divorce shall have been filed or be 
pending in the appellate division of the supreme court, and said court 
shall be of the opinion that suflicient notice of the pendency of said peti- 
tion shall not, from any cause, have been given to the adverse party, said 
court may order notice or further notice to the adverse party to be given 
in such manner as the court may prescribe. 

Skc. 14. The said court may regulate the custody and provide for the 
education, maintenance, and support of the children of all persons by them 
divorced or petitioning for a divorce, and all persons to whom a separate 
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maintenance may be granted Or who may petition for the same; may in 
its discretion make such allowance to the wife, out of the estate of the 
husband, for the purpose of enabling her to prosecute or defend against 
any such petition for divorce or separate maintenance, in case she has no 
property of her own available for sucli purpose, as they may think reason- 
able and proper ; and may make all necessary orders and decrees concern- 
ing the same, and the same may at any time alter, amend, and annul for 
sufficient cause, after notice to the parties interested therein. 

Sec. 15. Any woman to whom a divorce from the bond of marriage is 
decreed may be authorized by such decree to change her name, subject to 
the same rights and liabilities as if her name had not been changed. 

Sec. 10. After the filing and during the pendency of any petition for 
divorce the said court may make such interlocutory decrees and grant such 
temporary injunctions as may benecessary until a hearing can be had 
before said court. 



GENERAL LAWS. CHAPTER 225. 

OF DIVORCES. 

Section 9. The clerks of the appellate division shall make returns to 
the secretary of the state board of health, on or before the first day of 
March in each and every year, for the year ending on the thirty-first day of 
December preceding, of all the applications for divorce, showing the num- 
ber of applications, the number thereof continued, the number granted, 
and the causes for which the same are granted, but without the names of 
the parties, in accordance with the blanks which shall be furnished them 
by the secretary of state. 



GENERAL LAWS. CHAPTER 287. 

OF MEDICAL EXAMINERS AND CORONERS. 

Section 1. The governor shall appoint, in each county, able and dis- 
creet men, learned in the science of medicine, to be medical examiners in 
such county. 

Sec. 2. The number of medical examiners appointed as provided in the 
preceding section shall be as follows : 

For the county of Washington five examiners, one in each of the five 
following districts, viz. : District one, composed of the town of Westerly; 
district two, of the town of South Kingstown; district three, of the town 
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of Hopkinton ; district four, of the towns of Xorth Kingstown and Exeter ; 
district five, of the towns of Charlestown and Richmond. 

For the county of Kent two examiners, one in each of the two following 
districts, viz.: District one, composed of the towns of West Greenwich 
and Coventry ; district two, of the towns of East Greenwich and Warwick. 

For the county of Providence eleven examiners, one in each of the first 
nine following districts, and in district ten two examiners, viz. : District 
one composed of the towns of Scituate and Foster ; district two, of the 
towns of Cranston and Johnston ; district three, of the town of Glocester ; 
district four, of the towns of Smithfield and Xorth Providence ; district 
five, of the towns of Burrillville and Xorth Smithfield ; district six, of the 
city of Woonsocket ; district seven, of the town of Cumberland ; district 
eight, of the cities of Pawtucket and Central Falls and the town of Lin- 
coln ; district nine, of the town of East Providence ; district ten, of the 
city of Providence. 

For the county of Bristol two examiners, one in each of the following 
districts, viz.: District one, composed of the towns of Barrington and 
Warren ; and district two, of the town of Bristol. 

* The number of medical examiners for the county of Xewport shall be 
five, one in each of the first three districts and two in district four ; and 
said districts shall be composed as follows: District one. of the towns of 
Tiverton and Little Compton ; district two, the town of Portsmouth ; dis- 
trict three, the town of Xew Shoreham ; district four, the city of Xewport 
and the towns of Middletown and Jamestown. 

Sec. 3. If either of the medical examiners shall, at any time, from any 
cause, be unable to perform the duties of his said office, or shall be deemed 
by the attorney-general for any cause disqualified therefor, a medical ex- 
aminer from an adjoining district may be called upon to perform them. 

Sec. 4. Every medical examiner shall hold his office for the term of six 
years, and until another is appointed and qualified to act in his place, un- 
less sooner removed by the appointment of some other person to fill his 
place. 

Sec. 5. (Every medical examiner shall, within thirty days after his ap- 
pointment, and before entering upon the duties of his office, give bond 
with surety to, and to the satisfaction of, the general treasurer in the sum 
of one thousand dollars for the faithful performance of his duties. 

Sec. 6. If the condition of any such lx)nd be broken, to the injury of 
any person, actions may be brought upon such bond as upon tlie official 
bonds of sheriffs. 

Sec. 7. Medical examiners shall make examinations as hereinafter pro- 
vided, upon bodies of such persons only as are supposed to have come to 
their death by violence: Prodded^ that in case any prisoner in the state 
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ing from such injury, said coroner may take the statement of such person 
concerning the manner in which, and the person by whom, such injury was 
inflicted ; and the statement so taken shall be reduced to writing and, if 
practicable, in the presence of the injured person. 

Sec. 16. If, upon such view, personal inquiry, or autopsy, the medical 
examiner is of the opinion that the death was caused by the act or neglect 
of some person other than the deceased, he shall at once notify the attorney- 
general, and coroner of the town where the body was found, or in which 
it lies, and shall file a duly attested copy of the record of his autopsy, or 
view, with the said coroner and a like copy with the attorney-general ; and 
shall in all cases certify to the officer having the custody of the records of 
deaths in the town in which the deceased came to his death, the name and 
residence of the person deceased, if known, or, when the name and resi- 
dence cannot be ascertained, a description of the deceased, as full as pos- 
sibly may be, for identification, together with the cause and manner by 
and in which he came to his death. 

Sec. 17. The coroner shall thereupon hold an inquest, which may be 
private ; in which case any or all persons, other than those required to be 
present by the provisions of this chapter, may be excluded from the place 
where such inquest is held, and such coroner may also direct the witnesses 
to be kept separate so that they cannot converse with each other until 
they have been examined. The attorney-general, or some person designa- 
ted by him, may attend the inquest and examine all witnesses ; and the 
coroner shall cause the testimony to l)e reduced to writing and signed by 
the witnesses. Tlie attorney-general may, if he deem it necessary or ex- 
pedient, direct an inquest to Ije lield in the case of any casualty from 
which the death of a person results. 

Sec. 18. The coroner may issue summons for witnesses, returnable Ije- 
fore him. The persons serv^ed with such process shall be allowed the same 
fees, their attendance may Ixi enforced in the same manner, and they shall 
be subject to the same penalties, as if served with a summons in Ijehalf of 
the state in a criminal prosecution pending before a district court. 

Sec. 19. The coroner shall, after hearing the testimony, draw up and 
sign a report, in which he shall find and certify when, where, and by what 
means the person deceased came to his death ; his name, if known, and 
all material circumstances attending his death ; and if it appears that his 
death resulted wholly or in part from the unlawful act of any other per- 
son, he shall further state the name of such i>erson, if known to him, and 
he shall file such reiKjrt, and the testimony by him taken, together with a 
copy of the record of the autopsy or view, in the office of the clerk of the 
court wherein an indictment for the ofi'ence mav Ije found. 

Sec. 20. The coroner shall bind such witnesses as he deems necessarv, 
or as the attorney-general may designate, by recognizance in a reasonable 
sum, with sufiicient surety, to jiersoually api>ear, at such time as the cor- 
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oner may designate, at the district court of the district wherein the in- 
quest is held, and not depart therefrom imtil discharfired by said court; 
and if any sucli witness shall refuse to recognize as aforesaid, the coroner 
shall commit such witness to the jail in the same county, there to remain 
until he sliall so recognize or be otherwise discharged according to law. 

Ski. 21. If the rei)ort of the coroner shall state that the death was 
causeil by the unlawful act or by the gross carelessness of any other per- 
son, and by whose act the same was committed, he shall immediately 
make a complaint thereof against the person accused, in writing and on 
oath, to the justice or clerk of the district court in the district where the 
offence was committed, to the intent that the person killing or being in 
any way criminally instrumental to the death may be apprehended ; but 
nothing herein contained shall be so construed as to prevent complaint 
lieing made at any time before the linding of the report. And the coroner 
shall forthwith, in writmg, notify the attorney-general of the complaint 
aforesaiil, that he may appear by himself or some person appointed by him, 
at the examination, and prosecute the complaint in behalf of the state. 

Se( . 2*2. If a medical examiner reports that a death was not caused by 
the act or neglect of some person other than the deceased, and the attor- 
ney-gene nil is of a contrary opinion, the attorney-general may, notwith- 
standing such reiM)rt, direct an inquest to be held in accordance with the 
l>rovisioiis of this chapter ; at which inquest he, or some other person des- 
ij^nated by him, sliall examine all the witnesses. 

Ski . 28. The medical examiner may, if he deem it necessary, employ a 
ctieniist to aid in the exainhiation of the body, or of substances supposed 
to have caused or contributed to the death ; and such chemist shall be en- 
titled to such compensation for his services as the medical examiner cer- 
tilies to \)e just and reasonable, the siime being audited and allowed in the 
manner hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 24. When a medical examiner views or makes an examination of 
the dead body of a stranger, he shall cause the boily to be decently buried ; 
and if he certifies that he has made careful inquiry, and that to the best 
of his knowledge and belief the person found dead is a stranger, having 
no settlement in any town of the state, his fees, with the actual expense 
of burial, shall be paid from the general treasury. In all other cases the 
exi)ense of the burial shall be tirst paid by the town wherein the body is 
found, and such town may recover the money so paid from the town w^here 
such person last had a settlement : Prorided, however, that the general 
treasurer, or any town, ultimately paying any such burial expenses, shall 
have the right to recover such burial expenses from the estate of the de- 
ceased person. 

Sec. 25. When services are rendered m bringing to land the dead body 
of a person found hi any of the harbors, rivei-s, or water of the state, the 
medical examiner may allow such compensation for such services as he 
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deems reasonable ; but this provision shall not entitle any person to com- 
pensation for services rendered in searching for a dead body. 

Sec. 26. In all cases arising under the provisions of this chapter, the 
medical examiner shall take charge of any money or other personal prop- 
erty of the deceased, found upon or near the body, and shall deliver the 
same to the person entitled to its custody or possession; or if not claimed 
by such person within sixty days, then to an administrator, to be admin- 
istered upon according to law. 

Skc. 27. A medical examiner who fraudulently neglects or refuses to 
deliver any such property within three days, after demand upon him there- 
for, shall be imprisoned not exceeding two years or be fined not exceeding 
five hundred dollars. 

Sec. 28. The fees of coroners shall, for the services specified in this 
chapter, be as follows, namely : For receiving and filing a duly attested 
copy of the record of an autopsy, fifty cents ; for every page of two hun- 
dred words of written testimony, thirty cents ; for each day's attendance 
in holding the inquest, five dollars; for the recognizance of witnesses, 
thirty-five cents; and for drawing up and filing a report in court, five 
dollars. Said fees having been audited by the state auditor, upon certifi- 
cate of the attoniey-general, shall be paid by the general treasurer. 

Sec. 29. Each medical examiner shall receive fees as follows : For a 
view without an autopsy, four dollars ; for a view and an autopsy, thirty 
dollars ; and for travel, at the rate of ten cents a mile to the place of view. 
He shall also have power, in case of an autopsy, to employ a clerk at an 
expense not exceeding three dollars per day for each day's actual service. 

Sec. 30. Every medical examiner shall return an account of the ex- 
penses of each view or autopsy, including his fees, to the state auditor, 
and shall annex to his return the written authority under which the 
autopsy was made. The state auditor shall audit such account and certify 
to the general treasurer what items in such account are deemed just and 
reasonable, and such items shall be paid by said treasurer to the* persons 
entitled to receive the same. 

Sec. 31. Medical examiners shall, in the books provided by the secretary 
of state, keep a record of all views of bodies found dead, together with 
their view and autopsy reports, and, on the first of January, April, July, 
and October, shall forward to the secretary of the state board of health 
attested copies of such records of views, together with the view rei>orts 
and conclusions from autopsies. Sliould the commission of service of a 
medical examiner expire Ijefore the end of a quarter, the said examiner 
shall at once forward to the said secretary of the state lx>ard of health the 
records and reports of all cases unrei>orted at date of expiration of said 
service. 

Sec. 32. For each and every copy of said records and rei»orts forwanled 
to the said secretary of the state lx>ard of health, uiedlc'«3il vi^^\s^\vvvi:^'a ^v^!^\ 
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ivrt'ivf Iwi'iity-iiv*' iviils. whifli shall U* \kM l>y tlif state iqmii tin* 
vimu'Iht of said s»-rivlary of thr statt' Ixtanl of health that such copy of 
ivixn'ts and nn-onls haw Um*ii HMvived hy hiin. , 

Sm . :;;;. The seen^tarv of the state lK>aiil of health shall cause the re- 
tiinis ivceived hy him for each year, in accoitlance witli this chapter, to 
Ije l>i»und toj^ether with an index thereto: the state registrar shall prepare 
or cause to l>e prepared from the said i"etunis such tabuhir results as will 
render them of practical utility, and shall make rei>ort thereof annually 
in connection with the reiMirt of births, marriaj^es, and deaths required by 
chapter «me hundred. 
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
